SEVILLE, Spain, May 19.—-The; 


Graf Zeppelin landed here today at 
5:40 p. m. (11:40 a. m., St. Louis 
time), completing the first leg of its 


voyage from Friedrichshafen, . Ger- 
many, to South America. 

It arrived at 4:50 and nosed 
about for a few minutes, then 
pointed up to its mast, while tie 
cheers of thousands on the ground 
reached the ears of the ship’s pas- 
sengers. 

The Graf took off from Fried- 
richshafen yesterday at 5:18 p. m. 
(10:18 a. m, St. Louis time). Its 
arrival here indicated a flight of 
about 24 hours for the approxi- 
mately 1500 miles it was estimated 
to have flown. 

The dirigible increased its mile- 
age by lingering over the North- 
ernmost African Coast for a consid- 
erable time. In doing so it passed 
out of the view of observers for a 
total of about four hours during the 
flight. . 

The departure from Seville to- 
morrow will be attended by changes 
in the passenger list. It will disem- 
bark five passengers, according to 
present plans, and take on three.

‘ Miles an Hour.

FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, May 19. 
—Before returning to Friedrichs- 
hafen, three weeks or more from 
now, Dr. Hugo Eckener, master of 
the Graf Zeppelin, hopes to traverse 
about 18,000 miles—a journey sec- 
ond in scope only to the Graf’s cir- 
cumnavigation of the globe last 
fall. From Rio de Janeiro, the 
craft will fly to Havana and Lake- 
hurst, N. J., starting the return 
trans-Atlantic trip from the latter 
place. 

The giant ship, which now has 
been superseded as to size by two 
British craft, left here at 5:15 p. m. 
Sunday (10:18 a. m. St. Louis time) 
under a murky sky. So heavy was 
the atmosphere that it was neces- 
sary to lighten the load by a ton, 
half in water ballast and half in 
oil. 

Save for friends and relatives of 
22 passengers and 42-officers and 
crew, few witnessed the departure. 
Seven minutes before the ship was 
reléased into the air it poked its 
riose through the hangar doors.

Poiret Employe Thought He 
Was Suspected of Inform- 
ing on Mrs. Dodge.

PARIS, May 19.—The_ chief 
bookkeeper of the Paris dressmak- 
ing firm of Paul Poilret, a man 
named Bray, ended his life Satur- 
day because he thought he was 
suspected of having furnished to 
Americah Treasury agents infor- 


mation of purchases by Mrs. Ruob- 
ert L. Dodge, Mill Neck, L. L, 
which. led to search and seizure 
of her baggage on her arrival in 
New York from France and subse- 
quent payment of a fine of more 
than $300,000. 

At the time of the seizure, re- 
ports in Paris said the informer 
who had tipped off the customs au- 
thorities had received a commission 
of $50,000. Mrs. Dodge only ad- 
mitted the charges, it was brought 
out, when confronted with photo- 
graphs of her account with Poiret. 
The prices of gowns as shown in 
this account were higher than 
those which Mrs. Dodge stated in 
her customs declaration. 

Poiret lodged a complaint with 
Paris police against the person who 
placed at the disposal of Amer- 
ican Treasury agents confidential 
information relating to his busi- 
ness. Preparations to prosecute the 
person who allowed American 
agents to photograph 
pages in the Poiret books had been 
made. : 

“Although enjoying an excellent 
reputation and full confidence of 
his employers, ‘Bray left a letter 


declaring himself innocent, but ex- 
plaining he realized the impossibil- 
ity of averting suspicion from him- 
self. — 


Made Discovery. 


Otto G. Koenig, president of the 
Natural Bridge Bank, Natural 
Bridge and Newstead avenues, an- 
nounced today that George A. 
Liibeley, vice president and cash- 
ier of the bank, had confessed he 


took $45,000 of the bank’s bonds 
and used them as collateral to ob-

Koenig told the Post-Dispatch 
he understood Lubeley had bor- 
rowed about half the value of the 
ponds at another bank and in- 
vested the cash in a business at 
Canton, O., during the past month. 
The bank, Koenig said, is pro- 
tected by a $100,000 blanket surety 
bond, more than sufficient. to 
cover the shortage. 

Cashier Makes No Statement, 

Lubeley hopes to raise sufficient 
money to pay off the loans and re- 
turn the bonds within the next 30 
days, according to Koenig. “I have 
no statement to make,” Lubeley 
said at his home after the an- 
nouncement was made today. 

Lubeley, who is 42 years old and 
a member of a well-known North 
side family, lives at 4550 Holly 
avenue with his wife and- four 
children.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—A fa- 
vorable report on the nomination 
of Owen J. Roberts of Philadel- 
phia to be an Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court was ordered to- 
day by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The vote was unanimous. 

Republican leaders planned to 
call the nomination up in the Sen- 
ate this afternoon or tomorrow 
and expect quick approval. 

The Judiciary Committee voted 
after a subcommittee, which consid- 
ered the nomination, had unani- 
mously favored confirmation. 

The subcommittee was composed 
of Senators Borah (Rep.), Idaho:

Situation in Senate. 


The situation which gave rise to 
the debate was as follows: The 
Senate, having inserted the de- 
benture clause in the Dill, and 
having modified the flexible pro- 
vision to transfer the power of ad- 
justing tariff rates from the 
President back to Congress, exact- 
ed from its conferees a pledge not 
to yield to the House conferees on 
either provision until expressly 
empowered to do so by the Senate. 

The House being opposed to the 
Senate on both proposals, the House 
conferees declined even to discuss 
them, contending that the Senate 
conférees were so bound by their 
pledge that any discussion would be 
futile. The matter was further 
complicated by the fact that Sen- 
ators Watson, Smoot and _ Short- 
ridge, the regular Republican con- 
ferees, were all three opposed to 
beth proposas). | 

Smoot’s resolution released the 
Senate conterees from their 
pledge not to surrendef, and in of- 
fering it today, he and Watson as- 
serted that failure to adopt it 
would end the conference and pro. 
duce a deadlock that could only 
mean the death of the bill. 

The chamber rang with laughter 
when Watson, replying to an accu- 
sation that he was seeking a meth- 
od of surrender, insisted that he 
only wanted “freedom of action” to 
resume the conference and make a 
fight for two proposals that he 
didn't want, and against which he 
had previously voted. 

Senate in Turmoil. 

The Senate was in a turmoil for 
nearly two hours while Democrat- 
ic and Progressive members har- 


assed the regular Republican 
leaders with questions and accusa- 
tions. Denunciation alternated 


with laughter, ahd at times half a 
dozen Senators were on their feet 
hurling oral bricks at the squirm- 
ing Smoot or the laboring Watson. 
During most of the melee, Speaker 
Longworth and Democratic leader 
Garner of the House, were inter- 
ested listeners, occupying seats in 
the rear of the chamber. 

Swanson, veteran Democratic 
Senator from Virginia, declared 
the attitude of the House con- 
ferees was “the most unreasonable, 
arbitrary and arrogant that I have 
ever observed in my experience 
with parliamentary bodies." 

Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, said 
the House was “attempting to hold 
up the Senate,”” on the debenture 
and flexible provisions.

“The Hoduse is attempting to 
force the Senate into acquiescence 
with its views. Its leaders are 
willing to use every power at their 
cOmmand to compel the Senate to 
submit. 

“O course, if the Senate should 
submit, it would be no assurance 
that the bill would not be killed. 
On the other hand, if the Senate 
stands firm, it does not mean that 
the bill will be killed. If the Sen- 
ate refuses to recede, and the 
House refuses to confer, further 
thus killing tlre bill, it will be be- 
cause the White House wants the 
bill to die.” | 

Harrison was even more fero- 
cious in his castigation of his Re- 
publican conferees and the Presi- 
dent. His sharp tongue and ready 
wit were functioning superbly, and 
he led Watson, Smoot and Short- 
ridge a dog’s life for more than 
30 minutes. 

“Let’s Have No Misgivings.” 
“Let us have no misgivings about 
the significance of the vote on this 
resolution,” he said. ‘Senator 
Smoot has said that he will never 
make another promise. Let me re- 
mind him that he didn’t make this 
one voluntarily. He, Senator Wat- 
son and Senator Shortridge were 
driven to it. All of them had voted 
against these two proposals, and 
the Senate didn’t quite trust them 
to fight for them.” 


Harrison said he had never seen 
the Senate’s view more feebly ad- 
vanced in a conference than it had 
been in this connection. Mocking- 
ly he portrayed Smoot as exclaim- 
ing on numerous occasions: “My 
goodness—this is wrong, but I guess 
we will have to surrender on 
it’”——— 

Confronting the three Republic- 
ans, who sat just across the aisle, 
Harrison said: “The House con- 
feres put jt all over you. You were 
bullied, browbeaten and intimidat- 
ed. The truth is, that you and the 
House want to produce a situation 
in which the President will have to 
sign or veto this bill. Personally, 
[I would like to take the responsi- 
bility for killing the bill.” 
Harrison referred bitingly to the 
evidences of rising public sentiment 
against the measure, remarking 
that “Senator Smoot is about the 
only enthusiast for it remaining 
in the country.” 


“Subjected to His Will.” 

“If the House produces a dead- 
lock which results in the death of 
the bill every one will know why,” 
he continuet. “For a year the 
House has been absolutely subject 
to the will of the President. Any 
time it can find out what his de- 
sires are, it hastens to enact them 
into law. In the first instance he 
has given one side an impression 
that he is opposed to the increaseg 
in this bill, while no doubt others 
have been led to believe he fa- 
vors them." 

The Mississippi Senator said he 
considered the flexible provision 
the most important in the bill. The 
purpose of the regular Republic- 
ans, he said, was to enable the 
President to obtain Political cam- 
paign contributions through his 
power to lower or raise tariff rates 
On particular commodities. Harri- 
s0n demanded that this taxing 
power be restored to Congress, 
where it always resided until 1922.” 
“Business interests have been 
asked to write letters to Senators, 
demanding that the Senate recede 
from its position,” he went on, 
“Senators are being told that de- 
lay in passihg the bill is obstruct- 
ing the recovery of business. We 
know what is obstructing business 
recovery—it is the lack of leader- 
Ship ih the White House—‘Oh for 
a Roosevelt or a Wilson’—a Presi- 
dent with a program, and the 
courage to fight for its adoption. 
“I challenge you Republicans, if 
any of you know, what the Presi- 
dent’s views are on this bill, to 
rise in your places and state them.

Watson, seeking to reply, ex- 
plained that the House conferees 
simply refused to hold any further 
sessions until the Senate conferees 
were relieved of their pledge, and 
that, unless the Smoot resolution 
was adopted, a perpetual deadlock 
would ensue. 

“Tt am for this bill,” he said. “I 
am willing to recede on these two 


propositions if that is necessary to 


get the bill passed.” 


Borah’s Interjection. 

‘What the House is. saying,” in- 
terjected Borah of Idaho, “is that 
it will not confer further unless 
you are free to surrender the de- 
benture and the flexible provisions. 
We are practically told from the 
White House that, unless we sur- 
render on beth items, the bill will 
be vetoed. That is the _ threat 
which is tying the hands of both 
the Senate and House. The House 
is fighting the President’s battle. 

“Let me ask the Senator,” said 
Borah, turning to Watson, “if it 
isn’t a fact that he hopes both pro- 
visions will go out of the bill?”

“All arrangements, 
agreements, combinations, or~ un- 
derstandings, made or entered into 
between any two or more persons, 
which are designed or, made with 
a view to increase, or tend to in- 
crease, the market price of any 
product, commodity, or thing that 
is bought and sold are against pub- 
lic policy, unlawful, and void, and 
any person or persons participat- 
ing in such arrangements shall be 
deemed guilty of conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade.”

Three Negroes said they were 
playing cards when the tornado 
appeared. The storm lifted the 
house from over their heads, leav- 
ing them seated at the card tabie. 
After they fled, the floor and table 
were hurled into the swamp. 


Gerard B. Lambert, a former St. 
Louisan, owner of the plantation 
at Elaine, Ark., is chairman of 
the board of the Lambert Co., 
holding company for the Lambert 
Pharmacal Co. His home is at 
Princeton, N. J. The plantation 
has 20,000 acres and is the home 
of about 259 tenant families, most- 
ly Negroes. Lambert began ac- 
quiring the land about seven years 
ago, and a considerable mileage of 
railroad track hds been built there 
to haul cotton and other crops.

PAINTER’S WIDOW T0 GET 
ANNUITY FROM ART LEAGUE 


Result of Mrs. Edward McDowell's 
Refusal to Join in Contesting 
Wil. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW. YORK, May 19.—Mrs. 
Edward McDowell, who got. only 
$5000 by the will of her husband— 
the painter, not the composer, Ed- 
ward Alexander MacDowell—vwill 
receive a life annuity of $2500 from 
the Art Students League, to which 
$250,000 was left by the artist, it is 
learned. 

This step has been taken, it is 
understood, in view of Mrs. McDow- 
ell’s refusal to join with her sis« 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Beaty Clayville- 
Smith of Baltimore, in contesting 
the will. The litigation,. based on 
the contention that McDowell suf- 
fered from insane delusions regard« 
ing his second wife’s fidelity, last- 
ed four years and has just been de- 
cided in favor of the Art Student’s 
League by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

The will provided that the league 
set up three annual traveling art 
scolarships of $2600 each from the 
$250,000 legacy. One of these 
scolarships, according to Elbridge 
R. Adams, general counsel for the 
league, has been made a life schol- 
arship and awarded to Mrs. Mc- 
Dowell. He explained it is more of 
an annuity than a scholarshfp, 
since Mrs. McDowell does not paint 
so far as he knows and is not re- 
quired to travel abroad. 

McDowell's estate consisted of a 
$200,000 trust in Maryland, inher- 
ited from his father, and about 
$50,000 worth of property in New 
Jersey. 

Mrs. Clayville-Smith, McDowell's 
only sigter, brought suit to prevent 
of the will, alleging that jealousy of 
his wife had upset his mind. Mrs. 
McDowell, however, insisted on 
respecting her husband’s wishes. 
During the ensuing litigation Mrs. 
McDowell's attitude helped the Art 
Studénts’ League to sustain the will.

What the Admiral Wrote. 

In that letter the Admiral wrote 
that the “gun caliber factor” 
should not be given much weight, 
since, under’certain conditions, the 
six-inch-gun unit, owing to its 
greater rapidity of fire and its 
greater maneuvering ability, was 
more valuable than the eight-inch- 
gun unit. The letter pointed out 
further that the six-inch-gun, be- 
cause loaded by hand, was able to 
fire twice as many shots in a 
ven .ime as the power-loaded 
eight-inch-gun, and that the six- 
inch-gun cruiser would be especial- 
ly useful in operations against de- 
Stroyers and submarines. 

The letter said also that the} 
greater offensive power of the 
eight-inch-gun ship should not be 
exaggerated; that, indeed, when all 
factors were taken into account, 
the ratio of the value of the six- 
ch-gun ship to that of the eight- 
inch-gun ship was “not far from 
unity.’ 

Reed quoted the foregoing views 
of the Admiral as expressed in the 
letter and asked if they were still 
his views. Jones conceded that, 
“generally speaking,” the letter 
represented his present opinion. 
He explained that it was written in, 
an effort to arrive at a “yard- 
stick’ method of lMmitation.

Archeologist Considers Discovery Proof That 
Man_Lived in North America 20,000 Years 
Ago, Before Time of Giant Sloth.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 19.— 


Strong evidence that man lived en 
the American continent 20,000 or 
30,000 years ago has been found. 


Dr.' James A. B. Scherer. director 
of the Southwest Museum, says that 
ashes of a campfire under Pleisto- 
cene rock, recently discovered by a 
field party led by Rr. Mark R. Har- 
rington, in a cave 21 miles from 
Las Vegas, Nev., is proof of the 
theory. 

Dr. Scherer described the - dis- 
covery of the camp fire ashes as 
the “most outstanding anthropolog- 
ical find ever made in the Unitel 
States.’’ 

The SouthWest Museum, in con- 
junction with the California Insti- 
tute of Technology, has been ex- 
ploring the cave since last’ March. 
Dr. Harrington, curator o% ths mu- 
seum, and Dr. Chester Stock of the 
institute, early in their expiorations 
found darts from an atlatl, a wea- 
pon that antedates the bow and ar- 
row, and the skull of a giant ground 
sloth.,The work since that time has 
been directed toward discovery of 
some evidence that man preceded 
the sloth in the cave.

at Soochow today denied the ap- 
peals of Ying Kag, former Chinese 
Vice Consul in San Francisco, and 
his wife, who were returned to 
China and found guilty of attempt- 
ing to. smuggle a huge shipment 
of opium into the United States last 
summer. 

The Appellate Court, however, 
altered the original verdict of the 
Nanking District Court in which 
the Ying Kaos and Suen Foon, 
former Chancellor of the San Fran- 
cisco Consulate, were tried. Ying 
Kao was adjudged by the Appellate 
Court as being guilty of complicity 
in opium smuggling and receiving 
bribes and was sentenced to six 
years in prison and fined $6000 
Mexican. His original sentence 
Was seven years and a fine of 
$3000. 

Mrs. Ying Kao was adjudged 
guilty of similar charges and the 
original four-year sentence was al- 
lowed to stand. The original fine 
of $2500 was increased to $4000, 
however. 

Suen Foon, who was acquitted 
in the Nankirg trial, was adjudged 
guilty of complicity in today’s find- 
ings and was‘sentenced to five 
years and fined $5000 Mexican. All 
three will appeal to the Supreme 
Court at, Nanking.

Acting quickly, they arrested 70, 
but another 30 got away with 
handfuls of salt. 

Yesterday’s raiding at Wadala 
began before dawn. A group of 
volunteers spent the night at Ma- 
tunga, a half mile away. Police 
surrounded them and arrested 
them, but when they were herded 
into vans it was discovered 75 of 
the raiders had slipped away in 
the direction of Wadala. 

Commissioner Healy, in charge 
of police, told the leader of the 
volunteers that the 75 persons had 
gone while under technical arrest 
and he asked him to go and bring 
them back. The leader left for 
Wadala. Those who had escaped 
meanwhile had reached the salt 
depot and had made a raid at the 
main gate. 

More Raiders Thwarted. 


Twenty raiders went to Antop 
Hill and tried to force an entrance 
to the salt depot, but police pre- 
vented them. The raiders then sat 
down to await developments, The 
police finally arrested theimn. While 
this was taking “place, others 
rushed in and took handfuls of 
salt and were promptly arrested. 

This kept up all day, laxing only 
during the sultry midday hours. 
Villagers from the nearby towns 
aided and 30 of them were arrest- 
ed. A stream of persons of both 
sexes and all ages and classes 
could be seen returning home, be- 
smeared with mud and slime and 
carrying salt in their shirts and 
caps. When police would interfere 
in some cases the salt would be 
thrown in their faces. 

At Dharasana, Mrs. Sarojini 
Naidu sat under a mango tree and 
discussed with other Nationalist 
leaders further plans for raiding 
the salt depots and intensification 
of the civil disobedience campaign. 
Her followers, waiting until police 
attention was directed elsewhere, 
would rush in and grab what salt 
they could. 


Police, herding off one batch of 
arrested volunteers, would return 
to find 100 or more others seated 
on their haunches in front of the 
depot fence, some 
cloth and others waiting until 
they could rush through and grab 
some salt. Mrs. Naidu commented 
‘the volunteers had made the “‘po- 
lice prisoners behind their own 
bars.” 

Mass action to bring the _ salt 
campaigr to a head here immedi- 
ately was planned by the war 
council of the All-India 
Congress Committee.

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A REVOLUTIONARY DECISION. 
In a recent article on this page discussing the 
House and the Senate, Harold J. Laski, referring to} 
the latter body, wrote: 

It has real and coherent authority through its 
power to ratify treaties and to share with the 
President in the matter of appointments, though 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Myers case has done something toward rendering 
ineffective the real value of the appointive 
power. 

We are asked by a reader to summarize the Myers 
decision. Frank S. Myers, appointed by President 
Wilson to the postmastership at Portland, Ore., in 
July, 1917, was removed by him in February, 1920. 
Myers claimed his removal was illegal because of an 
1876 ‘act of Congress providing that Postmasters 
“shall be appointed and may be removed by the 
President by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate,” and because the Senate did not pass on his 
removal. 

In a decision handed down Qct. 25, 1926, the court 
held that Congress had no constitutional authority 
to restrict the President in the removal of officials 
from offices it created, but that the chief executive, 
charged with the administration of the Government's 
business, must be free to act on hig own discretion. 
Thus the President's power to remove appointees 
without the Senate’s consent was confirmed. 
Justices McReynolds, Holmes and Brandeis could 
not agree with the majority of the court and filed 
dissenting opinions. Both Holmes and Brandeis 
subscribed to McReynolds’ words that the “position 
taken by the Court was revolutionary.” It gives to 
the President the power of a dictator to remove 
men at his own whim and caprice, without even lodg- 
ing charges against them, It voids in part the theory 
of checks and balances on which our Government was 
founded. P 

Senator Johnson construed the decision as mean- 
ing that thé President had been given “uncontrolled 
or uncontrollable authority,” which could be used 
by any partisan bold enough to employ it for political 
purposes. Some consideration was given to possible | 
legislation nullifying the Supreme Court's action, but 
nothing has been done.

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THE PARKED CAR. 

In Letters From the People a correspondent re- 
cently spoke his piece on the subject of parking. 
And anyone who witnessed the downtown traffic 
congestion im the gusty rain of Saturday must have 
felt like seconding the correspondent’s motion to abol- 
ish parking in that area. At a number of crossings 
traffic inched its way through trying snarls. With 
every foot of street space available the volume of 
traffic would have had to move slowly. The thin rib- 
bons between double rows of parked cars were irri- 
tatingly inadequate. 

There is no question as to the abuse of the park- 
ing privilege in St. Louis. A flagrant example is 
Olive street. The widening of that street at enor- 
mous cost was justifiably hailed as an improvement 
of great value. But the value of that improvement is 
seriously impaired by the cars that are parked 
on both sides from daylight till dark. Park- 
ing ought to be banned on that street, but, as a 
compromise, at least, the south side of the street 
should be kept open for morning traffic and the north 
side for afternoon traffic. “ft 

Some day the administration will have to tackle 
this parking problem with bare fists. Other cities 
have met the same objections offered here to park- 
ing restrictions. Public interest has, in many in- 
stances, prevailed over special interest, and experi- 
ence has proved that trade has not only not suffered 
but has been benefited by the no-parking rule. That 
would probably be St. Louis’ experience. Certainly 
it is worth a fair trial. 
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A TEST FOR GOOD NATURE. 
Evidently that good nature for which the American 
people are famous is to be sorely tested by efforts 
to repeal the eighteenth amendment.

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MR. HORNER’S GRADE SEPARATION PLAN. 

City Engineer Horner's proposal for relieving traf- 
fic congestion, which has been submitted to the City 
Plan Commission, is of obvious merit. It is to sep 
arate the grades at crowded intersections. Recently 
Mr. Horner submitted to the General Council on 
Civic Needs, as a substitute for the much-discussed 
circus project, the idea of running Lindell under 
Kingshighway. That would be less expensive and 
a better remedy for congestion than a circus. 
Mr. Horner now suggests similar treatment for 
the intersections at Grand and Chouteau, and West 
Piye and Lindell. Imagine the time saved and the acci- | 
dents prevented if traffic could run uninterruptedly at 
these crossings in both directions at the same time. 
Traffic conditions in cities have been revolution- 
ized in the last quarter of a century, but we have 
made very little progress in adapting our. street ar- 
rangement to them. Our streets are today substan- 
tially the same as they were in horse-and-buggy days. 
Separation of grades at railroad crossings for maily 
years has been an aim of municipalities which is 
gradually being achieved. There is even greater 
argument for the use of the underpass where two 
streams of automcbiles meet,’ not occasionally, but 
all day long. The city of the future will smile at our 
antiquated traffic arrangements and wonder how 
we ever tolerated them. It is time we spat on our 
hands and got to work. , :

Under 
a five-year plan which budgets every phase 
of the Russian economic life, she is pre- 
paring for an intense industrial struggle. 


As to the present world-wide intensity:

whelming handicaps as ever confronted any 
governmental group in the history of the 
world. In strict fairness we must give her 
credit for working her way up to her pres- 
ent position on an economic theory un- 
tried before on such a huge scale and hin- 
dered at all times by a hostile world. 

The point to remember is that they have 
survived through a terribly difficult eco- 
nomic period and are now facing the world 
with a fairly well organized industrial sys- 
tem. Russia is not yet ready by any means 
to take her place in the competitive strug- 
gle for world markets. On every 
hand the traveler sees evidences of the 
poverty of the country and of the people. 

Russia was delayed several years after 
the revolution by the necessity of first 
building her own factories before she could 
produce any goods. A large share of her 
annual budget has gone, and still is go- 
ing, into erecting large factories from 
which the full benefit of production will 
not be derived for years. Everywhere there 
is building activity, supervised in most cases 
by American engineers. 

How is Russia paying her debts to the 
American business firms and engineers 
who are helping so materially in the gteat 
expansion? Every bit of evidence and in- 
formation I have shows that the Soviet

Green and White Varieties Said 
- to Have the Same High 
Food Value. — 


' Asparagus has long been one of 


the great favorites of the vegeta- 
ble family, and its reign seems to 


be too well estatilished to be dis- 
puted. 
French chefs has very aptly naméd 
this the “queen of the vegetables.” 

- It is one of the oldest of the cul- 
tivated vegetables and was at first 
—that is, in the days of the early 
Greeks and Romans—considered a 
Yood for the very ‘wealthy. We 
might almost say it still is, if we 
consider its price whén it first 
makes its appearance onthe niar- 
ket in January and February, and 
when its slender succulent stalks 
are worth their weight ‘in gold. 
Nowy however, -it is easily within 
the reach of most of us. 

Asparagus is a native of Europe 
and waS 0figffally supposed to pos- 
sess great nutritive and curative 
powers; in fact, it was even said 
to rank next to the flesh foods in 
value. 

Modern experiments show that 
this is not so, But even now aspar- 
agus holds a high place among 
vegetables because of its delicacy 


‘of flayor and its dietetic value. 


There are two principal market 
varieties—the green, which comes 
in all sizes and varies in color from 
green to a greenish purple, and 
the white, which is large and more 
or less tinted with purple. The 
preference for one or the other is 
very like’ that shown for white or 
brown eggs—the adherence 
each declares that the flayor of his 
particular choice is better than the 
other. 

In New England and in the 
South the green asparagus is, as a 
rule, generally preferred while the 
West and Northwest stand up for 
the white. The largest amount of

More than any other vegetable 
perhaps this can be spoiled by poor 
cooking. Trim the stalks, scrape 
them and rinse the heads gently 
up and down in cold water to free 
them of sand or grit. Cut off the 
ends of the stalks to make them 
all the same length and tie to- 
gether in, bundles for individual 
serving. Stand these upright, 
with the heads up, in a deep 
Sauce pan containing enough boil- 
ing salted water to cover all but 
the tips of the heads, This al- 
lows the tender tips to be cooked 
while the tougher part 
of the stalks are cooked directly 
in the boiling water. Boil for 29 
minutes, drain, place on thin strips 
of dry toast and serve with butter 
sauce, 
Butter Sauce, 

A very good butter. sauce is 
made by working one-fourth cup 
of butter into soft cream with a 
fork, seasoning it with a teaspoon 
of lemon juice and a little white 
pepper, Melt over a slow fire and 
pour over the asparagus, 

Hollandaise Sauce. 

‘Hollandaise sauce is a favorite 
with asparagus and next to a plain 
butter sauce is perhaps to be pre- 
ferred. Make it as follows: Work 
one-half cup butter to a very soft 
cream with a fork and then beat 
in three egg yolks, one at a time. 
When well blended and smooth, 
add one-half teaspoon Salt, one- 
half teaspoon grated onion, a dash 
of cayenne and two tablespoons 
of lemon juice. Mix this and then 
add gradually one cup of boiling 
water. Cook in a small double 
boiler, stirring constantly until as 
thick as thick cream. Remove at 
once from the fire and pour inte 
a serving dish. The water in the 
lower part of the double boiler 
should be kept just below the boil- 
ing point for if it boils too hard 
the sauce will separate or curdle. 
This also will happen if it cooks 
too long. [ff unfortunate enough 
to have this happen, beat with an 
egg beater, and it may eome 
smooth’ again.

SOVIET MAINTAINS 
SCHOOL FOR CLOWNS 


Students Trained at Cost of 
$5000 Each to Government— 
Help Spread Propaganda. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, May 19.—Sovfet Rus- 


sia claims to be the only country 


in the world which has a school for 
clowns, It also boasts of a school 
for training acrobats, jugglers, 
tight-rope walkers, bareback rid- 
ers, magicians and other circus 
performers. 

The school for training clowns, 
which gives instruction in the art 
of being funny and grotesque to 
both sexes, is in Moscow and fur- 
nishes clowns to hundreds of thea- 
ters and circuses in the Soviet 
Union. All are well grounded in 
methods of disseminating commun- 
isin. 

One of the oddest things about 
the school is that it was founded 
by a woman, the first wife of Ana- 
tole Lunacharsky, formerly Com- 
missar of Education, Students be- 
tween 14 and 20 years old, who are 
thought to have special aptitude 
for buffoonery are accepted. 

Tuition Is Free. 

They pay nothing for their edu- 
cation, the Soviet Government con- 
sidering that clowns are good not 
only for spreading merriment, but 
in disseminating through their 
“white-face art,”” communist doc- 
trines and proletarian ideology. 
There are now in the Soviet 
Union 100 pairs of musical clowns, 
150 solo trick clowns, and 50 “rug” 
or tumbling clowns, many of them 
having been trained by the Moscow | 
school. 

Before their acceptance as stu- 
dents, applicants must pass a rigid 
medical and physical examination. 
They then receive a two months’ 
trial befere final enrollment as 
regular students. During these two 
months the student must prove ap- 
titude to “play the fool” so that 
the government can determine 
whether it is worth while to spend 
the $5000 necessary to make him 
a first-class clown. 

After a three-year course of in- 
struction in. acrobatics, music, 
dancing, singing, juggling, mimi- 
cry, pantomime and the art of fa- 
cial make-up and bizarre dress, 
students get diplomas as ‘‘certified 
clowns.” Students also areé_ in- 
structed in political economy, 6s0- 
cial and labor movements, revolu- 
tionary subjects and the history 
of the Communist party. 

The director of this uniqie 
school is Oskar Gustav Lindner, a 
thick, heavy-set athletic man of 
German origin, who was formerly 
a circus acrobat and clown him- 
self. 

“The aim of our school,” said 
Lindner, “is to turn out clowns 
who will not only convulse people 
with laughter, but who, by ‘subtle 
jokes and appropriate mimicry, 
will convey to the public some of 
the social and political aspects of 
proletarian life. and the  revolu- 
tionary reforms introduced by the 
Communist regime.”
